| to Pay down the Summ of 4ooo!. and Sir Paz, 
did likewiſe agree to Pay 1 50o!. being the Portion of the faid Anna, 
which Summs were to be laid out on a Purchaſe of Lands in Irelazd, 
and ſettled for the benefit of your Petitioner, his ſaid intended Wife, 
and their Tfhue. ES II 


That in the fame Year 1686, Sir William lent 3000!. of the faid 


Money to Fames T albor, ſince attainted of High Treaſon, and took a 
Mortgage to himſelf, Sir Paul, and your Petitioner , and his: 
Heirs of the manner of Templeoge in the: County of Dablin, and + .: 3. 5 


ſome Houſes in the City of Dublin, in truſt for your Petitioner, 


and to the uſes in the faid Articles of Intermarrige, particular-- 


ly ſet forth; which Mortgage by defe&._ of Payment in the- ſaid 
Talbot on the 2oth. of December x68$, became forfeited and 


thereby veſted the faid Mortgaged Premiſes, abſolutely and in-, 
tirely 1n your Petitioners poſſeſſion, and therefore (as he moſt _ 


humbly 
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humbly conceives) Could not afterwards be forſcitable by any 
AR, or Rebellion of Talbot. 


Your Petitioner farther ſets forth, that in Jaruary 1688, the 


Calamities of the Kingdom of Ireland were fuch, that he with | 


his whole Family, were forced, for their ſafety, to retire into 
England, leaving only an Agent behind them to take care of their 
concerns, who immediately after their departure, was illegally 
turn'd out of the poſſeſſion by the ſaid Talbot and his Family, 
who thereupori entered on the Premifes;” and enjoyed- them till 
the: Rout at the Poyze : fooh after which (viz;) In -#ga#,' 1640; 
Your Petitioner return'd, but found the: Lands waſte. or- in: the 
Kings hands, and the cheif Houſe of Templeoge, and the other 
Houſes, both in City and Country, in a Ruinous Condition, by 
fire and other Calamities ; and when with great trouble and ex- 
pence, he got the poſſeſſion, they did not near yeild the Inte- 
reſt of his Money. And your Petitioner was alfo neceſſitated to 
Pay off ſeveral Incumbrances, which were Prior to the taid 
Mortgage. 


That your Petitioner is Clark of the Crown, and Haraper in the 
Kingdom of Irelazd, and was at great pains, and expendtes in his 
Office, in Ingroffing, and Sealing Commiſſions of Array, Com- 
miffions of Ojer and Terminer, Commiſſions of the Peace, and 
many other matters, relating immediately to His Majeſties Ser- 
vice, as Clark of the Crown, and Harnaper, from the Rout at 
the Boyze, till that Kingdom was ſettled in Peace, as alſo in 
— and” Tranſmitting very many, Bills, to be paſſed into 
Atts of Parliament 3 and in performing many other things Rela- 
ting to the Parliament in chat Kingdom, in the. Year 1692. and 
ſince ; for which he never received any Compenſation, as lis Prede- 
ceſlors in that imploy have formerly done, and for which he 


humbly hopes he Merited, and was by Cuflom Intituled to a 
Gratification. | 


That having a great Sumim of Money owing to him out of 
the ſaid Talbots Eſtate, and having laid out great Summs of 
Money in neceſſary Buildings, Repairs, - and Improvements, to 
the full Value thereof; he applied to the Government tor a Re- 


leaſe of the Equity "of Redemption, in Lieu of ſuch Gratificati- 


on, as he might have Reaſonably have expected for his Services 
as aforeſaid : And accordingly after an exact Valuation of the 
Eſtate, and Stating the Accounts of the Debt and Improve- 
ments, and full Examination of all Circumſtances and Particu- 


lars, both in Ezrgland and Freland, his Caſe was Judg'd to be 


Modeſt and Reaſonable, and thereupon Letters Patents, were 
granted to your Petitioner of the Equity of Redemption, of 
the Mortgaged Premifes, ia fatisfaQtion of, his Demands and 
Pretences. ps

 Buildings.and Improvements on the Premiſes, above the .Summ of 
3600l. all which, together with the Principal Summ of gooo!/. 

Arrear for Intereſt, and other Expences, 
Amounting to the, Summ of ,7577/. - and . upwards, beſides 
what he might haye expeQed for his Services, will be utterly 
loſt, to the Rutne of your Petitioner and Family. 


Your Petitioner therefore moſt Humbly Prays this Honourable 
Houſe, to take his Caſe into their tender Conſideration, and ei- 
ther to - Confirm the ſaid Mortgaged Premiſes to him and his 
Heirs, to the uſes .mention'd in the abaye Recited Articles of 
Intermarrage ; or to provide that . the Summ of 7577/. may be 
reimburſed 3 or that till . Payment thereof he may be permitted, 
without Moleſtation, to enjoy the Mortgag'd Premiſes,
